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ROAD AGENT’S REPORT 

Trying to come up with a different report each year 
seems difficult, but it shouldn’t. Our work is far from bor- 
ing. 

I could keep track of my phone calls, good or bad, or I 
could elaborate on our skill at sliding down an icy hill back- 
ward or forward with a loaded truck, and my helper in the 
back shoveling for all he is worth. There are many more 
things which help to make our work interesting. 

Our year went along much the same as usual. The win- 
ter wasn't too severe, and the summer was normal. 

We spent the T.R.A. funds on the Pinnacle Mountain 
Road near the Dykeman residence, and we hope to finish 
it this year. Some of the Gas Tax Money was spent on 
Hall’s Road, on the Johnson Corner Road near the Johnson 
home, and for tarring part of Whittemores Hill in North 
Lyndeboro. 

We resurfaced the Turnpike and the Potash Hill Road 
in North Lyndeboro, School Street in South Lyndeboro, and 
a short piece on the Gulf Road, a total of approximately 
three miles. 

In our budget we have asked for consideration on a 
grader replacement and a truck. Also a plow for the tractor 
and some snow fence. And last, but not least, a twenty-five 
cents per hour raise. 

For those who aren't familiar with our equipment, the 
grader is 25 years old, and it is getting hard to get parts, and 
they are very expensive. 

The truck will be 6 years old in August and has 50,000 
forward miles on it. 

The plow is 18 years old and is suffering from metal fa- 
tigue. 

e The wage increase is for myself and Warren Murdough. 
My take home pay is $89.00 if I work a 40-hour week. Mr. 
Murdough receives $78.00.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF CEMETERIES 


Weather conditions being unusually good during the 
Fall of 1971, made the removal of leaves and debris possible. 
In some years this is not accomplished until the Spring of 
the following year. This clean-up was most noticeable in 
the South Cemetery. The Center Cemetery received a start 
in this direction, but bad weather overtook this project. 

Fences and gates were repaired and painted this past 
year. There is still more to be done. The Johnson Corner 
Cemetery fence is 50% completed. 

There are two large pine trees in the South Yard which 
we plan to have taken down. They constantly shed 
branches, presenting a menace; the worst is the unpredict- 
able damage that might result if some of these branches 
should fall onto the Memorial Stones in the area. 

It was stated in last year’s report that some type of a 
non-spreading bush would be planted near the main en- 
trance of the South Yard Cemetery. This has not been 
done. A decision was made to plant two rose bushes, hope- 
fully in time that they will spread and cover the large 
boulder that exists in this section. 

A new lawn mower was purchased this past year from 
the Joslin Hardware Co. 

We discussed the manner of appealing to future pur- 
chasers of Cemetery plots to establish a perpetual care 
trust fund. This is primarily a suggestion at the present, 
however it may be mandatory in the near future. Most 
towns are doing this now, and in the cities it is required. 

To those who presently have plots and would like to 
place them under a perpetual care trust fund, Mrs. Helen 
Van Ham is the person to contact. 

A Trust Fund in the amount of $150.00 will yield $7.50 
at the present interest rates. These rates are not stable 
as time passes by they will be more or less, and probably 
less. Using this as a basic figure, time allotted to the care 
of a four grave lot is less than 19 minutes per mowing. 
This is ample, however, it does not allow for the time which 
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will be required in additon to mowng, for trimming and 
the Fall and Spring clean-up and eventual feeding and 
reseeding, and besides you know beforehand that your lot 
will be cared for indefinitely. Loam is not dirt cheap any 
more. It takes 24% yards of loam for a 12x16 plot (four 
graves) at a depth of 4 inches at $8.10 per load. Corner 
stones that we could obtain for $1.00 are now $2.50. These 
prices do not include time required to spread the loam, 
seed, place and level the corner stones. We are reluctant to 
demand purchasers of plots to place an amount in a trust 
fund for their maintenance, although we know all con- 
cerned would benefit from it. 

We hope to give better coverage of the Cemeteries this 
year. Mr. Warren Murdo will be caring for the North 
Lyndeborough Cemetery. 

Mr. John Maki, Sr., will be doing similar duties at the 
Lyndeborough Center Cemetery. Mr. Percy Salisbury will 
take care of the Johnson Corner Cemetery and all others. 

The Nelson Funeral Home is in the process of renova- 
tions. A section of their building is being made into winter 
storage facilites. This will be used to accept the deceased 
when adverse winter conditions make burials a hardship to 
all concerned.

As has become routine, we had an unusual amount of 
calls during the past year, and we again went over our ap- 
propriation. To respond to these calls and try to give the 
service which the townspeople rightly expect, it was im- 
possible to stay within the budget. It has always been my 
opinion that if anyone feels their problem is sufficient to 
call the Police Department, there should be someone to 
help them. 

Even though we are “just a small town,’ we have many, 
many problems of the same type as a large town or city. 
The big thing that separates us is that we do not have the 
means to take care of the complaints that we are faced with 
throughout the year, even though these complaints are on 
a smaller scale. 

This year I have asked the Town for a budget of $2,000 
for some equipment, for routine calls, and also to do some 
_ patrolling for the prevention of crime, which is one of the 
first duties of any Police Department. It does little good to 
find out a home has been broken into two or three days, or 
even a week, after it has happened. We cannot afford to 
have men spend days or even weeks investigating a break. 
There is no guarantee that even a full-time department will 
stop all the trouble we are having, but I know, as you do, 
that if we do not try to make it safer for homeowners, the 
situation will certainly not improve. 

I have put an article in the Warrant this year for $1,200 
for a year-old cruiser, which I feel would be a big help to 
the department and to the town. We have two radios in 
this town and we have five men. This means that three men 
have no communications at all, and if any of these men have 
to go to an accident, or should any other emergency come 
up, they are helpless. If they should need to call a doctor, 
a wrecker, or ambulance, or ask for assistance, they would 
have to leave the scene of the emergency and find the near- 
est telephone. Also, as you who have waited for policie 
help know, there have been times when a man on the de- 
partment has been called and their car was in use by some 
other member of the family. There is always the chance 
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that the department will be called upon to take someone to 
the hospital or respond to an accident or any type of situa- 
tion when a man is needed immediately. The cruiser would 
be there with the necessary equipment for any man on the 
department to be able to do the job which is expected of 
him. 

In closing, I want to thank all the people in Lyndebor- 
ough for their help in watching for unusual sitlations, the 
Nelson Answering Service, the Wilton Police Department 
and Chief Eugene McKay for their assistance, and to the 
Special Police of the Lyndeborough Police Department.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The year 1971 at the library was a very pleasant one. 

The boys and girls have made a great deal more use of 
our reference books, and the number of books passed over 
the desk shows a good gain. There were 1,023 non-fiction 
books borrowed; 961 juvenile fiction, and 624 adult fiction; 
832 books were taken from the bookmobile, and we sent to 
the state library for 13. There were also 37 stereo records 
and 16 jig-saw puzzles borrowed from the library. 

We did not discard any books this year, but 200 were 
added, making our present number of books in the library, 
3,857. Besides books purchased by the library we received 
gifts of 93. 

During National Library Week, teachers with the boys 
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and girls made a special visit, and on one afternoon three 
films were shown. 

In June Mrs. Sanborn, the state district supervisor, came 
one evening to address the Friends of the Library group. 

In July the Friends managed a book sale for us, which 
netted enough funds to purchase new curtains. 

We had three visits from the bookmobile. 

Four book review meetings were attended. Not only 
did we listen to book reviews, but to lectures on “Science 
Fiction,” “Indians,” “The Poet Frost” and “Natural Materials 
in Flora Arrangements and Decorations.”

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FIRE CHIEF'S REPORT 


The Fire Department had another good year as far as 
property damage was concerned. Our most serious fire was 
the loss of the Clement house which was not noticed and 
reported until it was burned down. We responded to eigh- 
teen calls, of which two were mutual aid, one chimney fire, 
two house fire calls, seven brush and grass fires, one car fire, 
two false alarms, one resuscitator call, one assistance while 
power lines were down, and one lost person call. Our de- 
partment supplied eight men for two days (approx. 125 
man-hours) during this search on Labor Day weekend. 

The reason for the overrun to the fire station addition 
was the approximately 10-15% in building supply costs dur- 
ing the forced delay in construction, and the added cost of 
a new sewerage system with alarm. We are asking for an 
additional $1,000 for materials only, to insulate, wallboard 
and paint the upstairs of the fire house, and to pay for the 
furnace. 

We feel that the town should consider replacing the 
1946 Mack pumper in the near future, as repairs are becom- 
ing a problem. This item has been given to the Planning 
Board for consideration. 

Some questions have arisen as to what happens to the 
money that the Department raises by raffles, donations, etc. 
During this past year the following was accomplished by 
the Fire Department at no cost to the town: 

1. Purchase of 12 radio alert monitors ($1400). 

2. Purchase of additional badges for firemen. 

3. Purchase of 2 sets of equipment (coats, boots, etc.). 

4. Purchase of new, higher power flashlights for each 
truck. 

5. Purchase and installation of electrical wiring for new 
addition, and fluorescent lighting for all bays. 

6. Pirchasa three new hose nozzles. 

7. Installation of furnace in the addition. 

8. Sponsor and give financial aid to Cub Scouts. 

9. Prize money for school graduation. 
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10. Donated money for children’s Christmas Party. 

11. Put on steak feed and outing for Francestown Fire 
Department, who provide fire coverage for North Lynde- 
boro. 

12. Held Open House with refreshments in December 
to show the fire station and equipment, to which 12 inter- 
ested townspeople attended. 

13. Held Field Day with food, refreshments and games 
for wives and children of Fire Department members. 

14. Flooding, plowing, lighting and purchase of liabil- 
ity insurance for skating rink. We are sorry that we were 
unable to get the skating rink into operation this winter, 
due to the large number of man-hours donated by the mem- 
bers on the fire station itself. We will attempt to grade the 
grounds and have the skating rink operational in 1972. 

15. Free inspection of oil burners. 

Effective March 1, 1972, there will be a fee of $4.00 
charged for oil burner permits and inspection of installa- 
tions.

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REPORT OF THE BUDGET COMMITTEE 


The Lyndeboro Budget Committee for 1971 held its first 
meeting on January 5, for the purpose of electing officers 
and establishing a schedule of dates for meetings with the 
heads of the various departments. 

On January 12 the Budget Committee met with the 
School Board to review their tentative budget for the ensu- 
ing year. 

On January 19 the Budget Committee met with the 
Fire Chief, Police Chief, Cemetery Trustees, Library Trus- 
tees and Trustees of Trust Funds, to review their expendi- 
tures for the past year and estimated budgets for the en- 
suing year. On this same evening the Committee also met 
with Dr. Provost and Mrs. Pollock, representing the Monad- 
nock Community Nurses Association. They presented the 
Budget Committee with an excellent report of the services 
offered by this organization. The Budget Committee felt 
that in these times, when it is so difficult to get medical atten- 
tion in one’s private home, $463 for having these services 
available to the citizens of Lyndeboro would be well spent. 

On January 26 the Budget Committee met with the 
Road Agent, who presented us with his proposed budget 
for 1972. Mr. Brown also had some requests for some new 
or used equipment, to replace some of the old equipment 
that the Highway Department now has, which he feels is 
getting too old to be reliable. The Budget Committee re- 
commends that $1 be placed in the budget, and a commit- 
tee be formed by the Budget Committee to work with the 
Road Agent to see what is available for equipment that will 
best fit his needs. 

On January 29 the Budget Committee met with the 
Board of Selectmen to review the overall Town Budget, ap- 
propriations, and actual expenditures for the previous year, 
and to hear their recommendations for the ensuing year. 

On February 2 and 9 the Budget Committee held execu- 
tive sessions to establish their recommended budgets to pre- 
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sent to the citizens of Lyndeboro at the Public Budget Hear- 
ing scheduled for February 16. 

The Budget Committee received the following requests 
for funds to be placed in the budget to cover articles in the 
Town Warrant:

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Carl E. Bowers 


According to custom, I am presenting my second an- 
nual report as your Superintendent of Schools. Our school 
opened this fall with the same staff as last year. However, 
we are operating a little differently than a year ago. After 
several meetings with the staff, it was decided to use the 
nongraded approach which allows for individual differenc- 
es and gives more flexibility within the 12 levels of ap- 
proach. Mrs. Jarmila Jaffa has Group I that includes Readi- 
ness and Levels 1 and 2, as well as serving as Principal. 
Mrs. Sarah Hutchins II levels 3-5 and Language Arts Co- 
ordinator; Mrs. Barbara Putnam Group III levels 6-8 and 
Reading Coordinating; Gary Leonard, Group IV levels 9-12 
and Mathmatics Coordinator and Sports; Philip Brooks has 
Special Groups for remedial help and is coordinator for 
Science and Social Studies. 

This year we were able to secure the services of Stanley 
Woodmansee, as Music Teacher on a shared time basis 
with Wilton and the »Wilton-Lyndeborough Cooperative, 
as required by the Minimum Standards, which goes into 
effect September 1, 1972. 

Under Title I we are receiving services in the areas of 
reading and speech therapy plus materials in reading for 
those pupils needing additional services not being met by 
the local educational agency. 

Once again I would suggest that serious thought be 
given to extending the Cooperative School District from 
Kindergarten through grade twelve. There were 27 Co- 
operative School Districts in the State as of July 1, 1971. 
Dresden and the Wilton-Lyndeborough Cooperative are 
only two that function from grade 7 through 12. The Win- 
nacunnet Cooperative operates for grades 9-12. The re- 
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maining 24 are organized for Grades 1-12 or Kindergarten 
to twelve. 

With the Cooperative being organized from Kindergar- 
ten to twelve, we could receive better utilization of staff, 
especially in the area of instruction, and less duplication in 
the areas of transportation and maintenance. 

During the summer months minor alterations were made 
in the teachers’ room and supply closet, making a larger 
space available that is being used by the staff when helping 
small groups or individual pupils. This room was painted, 
new lights installed, and doors re-hung, so as to open out into 
the hall. Also, we were able to paint part of the hall that 
was in the original section of the building. The chalk board 
was repaired in Mr. Brooks’ room, and glass replaced where 
necessary. 

Estimates are being solicited so that we may present 
a preventive maintenance schedule that could take place 
over the next few years. 

Our school cafeteria was opened this fall as a satellite 
kitchen under Mrs. Barbara Shinn’s management with the 
Wilton-Lyndeborough Cooperative serving as the Central 
Kitchen. Participation has been very good and at an all- 
time high. We were indeed fortunate in having an experi- 
enced person such as Mrs. Shinn rejoin the staff. 

Health Services for the school was improved under the 
direction of Mrs. Charlotte Pollock, and Mrs. Janice Using- 
er, present school nurse, continues to improve these services. 

Dr. Owen D. Mathewson is presently serving as our 
school physician. For a comprehensive listing of the Health 
Services provided, please refer to the nurses’ report. I 
would be remiss if I did not call your attention to the clean- 
liness and neat appearance of your school facilities. Michael 
L. Petry was employed as custodian during the summer 
months and has continued to work throughout the year, 
doing a fine job. Should we wish to continue this practice, 
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the hours of the custodian should be no less than 20 hours 
per week. 

As I conclude this, my second report, I wish to thank the 
School Board, Faculty and Staff for their cooperation in 
undertaking a change in program for the improvement of 
education, and Town Officials who have met with the School 
Board and Administration in an effort to provide the best 
education possible. 

I would like to give special thanks to the parents and 
friends who have made this a year of progress in the im- 
provement of educational opportunities for our youth.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

According to custom, I am presenting my second annual 
report as your Superintendent of Schools. The opening of 
the new Wilton-Lyndeborough Cooperative Junior-Senior 
High School, September 13, 1971, was a very busy day, but 
also a very happy day for at stidents and faculty. 

Our new Principal, Charles E. Hamel, Jr., and Robert 
Dion, Guidance Director, worked most of the summer pre- 
paring for the opening day. The teachers also met, prior to 
the opening of the school, to work on the curriculum with 
the principal and guidance director. 

New members on the staff are as follows: David Angelo, 
French I-IV and Spanish I; Lats B. Churchill, Boys Physi- 
cal Education 7-12; Henry C. Dodge, Industrial Arts 7-12: 
Ralph A. Dwire, Industrial Arts 7-12; James P. Huston, 
Mathematics 7-8: Mrs. Frances McCaffery, Librarian and 
Resource Center; Miss Janice L. Progen, Girls Physical Ed- 
ucation 7-12; and Stanley P. Woodmansee, Music 7-12. 

With the many improvements and our new facilities and 
equipment, we are looking forward to an excellent program. 
With these facilities and the additional teacher, we were 
able to broaden our offering in the Industrial Arts area from 
grade 7 through 12. When one enters the new school, it is 
quite evident that we have a fine art department and many 
students with artistic talents. 

Adult Education Classes are now being offered as an- 
other service to the adult population of the area. The 
courses offered will depend on the communities needs and 
interests. 

Driver Education is now being offered for the first time, 
at no cost to the District. This program is subsidized by the 
students and state department. 

During the coming months, we should give some atten- 
tion to the planning for an Athletic Field near the school. 
This field would not only be used for soccer, baseball and 
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track, but for physical education and other youth programs 
throughout the year. 

We are looking forward to the opening of the cafeteria, 
which will also serve as the central kitchen for the Wilton 
and Lyndeborough Elementary Schools. 

Under Health Services we have budgeted for a full-time 
School Nurse, who will be shared rile the Wilton School 
District. The Minimum Standards require a full-time nurse 
with enrollments of 750 students. We meet this require- 
ment by sharing the nurse's salary between two school dis- 
tricts. 1 would be remiss if I did not call your attention to 
the excellent services we are receiving from Mrs. Elizabeth 
Stevens, our School Nurse. 

I would certainly be remiss if I did not call your atten- 
tion to the excellent job that our head custodian, Edward 
Schmidt, Jr.. is doing. It has taken many hours, during 
these past few months, not only to get the school ready for 
opening day, but to keep the 54,000 square feet clean and 
in its original condition. 

As I conclude this, my second report, I wish to thank the 
School Board, F aculty and Staff, Town Officials, Parents and 
Friends who have helped to eles this a agnee year in the 
improvement of educational opportunities for our youth.
